BRITAIN AND BRUNEI 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIMES 

Sir,—The sudden death of the Sultan of 
Brunei last June occurred when he was on his 
way to London to invite the attention of the 
British Government to what he regarded as the 
unhappy political plight of his people and him- 
self. He intended to raise the subject of the 
revision of treaties between Great Britain and 
Brunei. Relations between the two countries 
are primarily governed by an agreement made 
in 1846 which provides that: ‘ Peace, friend- 
ship, and good understanding shall subsist for 
ever between Her Majesty the Queen of Great 
Britain and the Sultan of Brunei and their 
respective heirs and successors.” In return for 
this guarantee the island of Labuan, which 
commands the entrance to Brunei Bay, was 
freely ceded to the Crown. The importance of 
that anchorage may be gauged from the con- 
sideration that the American fleet sheltered 
there after the battle of the Coral Sea. 

Other treaties were subsequently concluded, 
making the State a British Protectorate, the 
most important of which is one signed in 1906, 
pledging the Sultan to receive a British Resi- 
dent as representative of his Majesty’s 
Government under the High Commissioner for 
the British Protectorate in Borneo. The Resi- 
dent’s advice must be taken and acted upon on 
all questions, other than those affecting the 
Mohamedan religion. Since Brunei has 
never had a written constitution, the effect of 
the 1906 agreement was to make the Resident 
virtual Governor of the territory. A State 
Council of 12 members was established. which 
included the Resident, but whose president was 
the Sultan. The council legislates in the name 
ot the Sultan-in-Council. But the Sultan com- 
plained that if the views of himself or any 
member of the council conflicted with those 
of the Resident he was grimly reminded that 
.| the Resident's advice must be taken. 
| The Sultan intended to protest against the 
failure of the British Government to pay him 
the customary tribute upon the recent change

in Sarawak sovereignty and the withholding 
from him of a sum agreed in 1941 in respect 
of the Limbang area of Sarawak, terrain 
annexed by the second white Rajah, and he 
wished to obtain an undertaking that his only 
child should succeed him. After satisfying 
himself that neither Brunei custom nor Mo- 
hamedan law precluded the enthronement of 
female issue, he had anointed her as heir-appar- 
ent. The council, on the day of the Sultan’s 
funeral, proclaimed his younger brother as 
successor. The Sultan advocated the creation 
of a British Bornean Union. He remarked that 
his oilfields were the richest in the Common- 
wealth and that his revenues were flourishing, 
and he pointed to the political, financial, and 
strategic advantages that would accrue from a 
synthesis of Sarawak, Brunei, and North 
Berneo. Since the Sultan had invited me to 
advise him while he was absent from his own 
State and to assume the guardianship of his 
daughter’s interests in the event of any 
untoward occurrence it is, ‘perhaps, fitting, 
having regard to his untimely demise, that I 
should record his views for public considera- 
tion. It would be a gracious gesture if his 
Majesty's Government would concede the 
reform of the Brunei Treaties, which is long 
overdue.

Person named arrived via Labuan on i4th June 
having flown from Singapore. From the time of his arrival 
his behaviour was most eccentric and he spent most of his 
time drinking heavily while staying at rest house. His 
conversation was, except for very brief intervals, 
completely ingoherent. Local inhabitants terrified of him 
owing to his mental condition, He made no attempt to see 
the British Resident or any of the leading Malays. State 
Medical Officer diagnoses his condition as “an effective 
disorder of hypo-maniaecal type". 


Ze Attorney General, Sarawak who visited Brunei 
during MacBryan's stay there obtained a glimpse of four 
letters in MacBryan's possession which were alleged to have 
been signed by the Sultan on 1st June, 1950 but MacBryan 
would not permit the Attorney General to peruse them in 
detail and he was only able to glance at them quickly and 
he cannot be sure of the accuracy of his account of their 
contents as MacBryan kept talking to him in a comvietely 
incoherent and nonsensical manner.
